with the murder of an Oakland 
poltceman * The constant and strong 
demand of the people, for those three 
years, had forced state to make 


the concession. Huey was back on the 
stroefs* No one quite knew tühat to 
expect, for ollhough to the members 
of the Black Paniher Party hé had 
been the guiding farce and prime 
theoreticüm as the leader of the 
Party, to a large number of peopte 
he w«5 a vague t fierotc figure.

Louis Redmond lived jusl 21 short 
years before he feil (on Fehruary 5th), 
a victim uf r.be death weapons of the 
fascist pulice dep&rtment of Chfcago, 
tllinois. Brother Redmond's body was 
riddled with nirte bul Iets from the ser¬ 
vice revolvers of racist poJicemen Fr etl 
Muscarella and Garl Veller, on the 
corner of Ghicago Avenue and Drake 
Street, an area located on the west- 
side of Ghicago, 


The official Shakespeare District Bo¬ 
lide version of cvents that led to the 
death of Louis Redmond is that officers 
Veller and Muscarella ware questioning, 
Redmond ei bout a "series of crime 
pattems” that had alJegediy been oc- 
curring in that aren. Redmond wassup- 
posed to have drawn a ,25 calïber auto¬ 
mat ic pistol on the pair of pnlieemen 
while be was being interrogated, firlng 
a shot that narrowly missed the of- 
ficers, Muscarella and Veller are then 
supposed to have drawn rtietr revolvers, 
snooting Redmond ninc tl mes, whfch, of 
course, resulted in the Brother'sdeach. 

Thfs is the police vers ion of what 
happened. lt is noï the vers ion of the 
people, the numerous Black witnesses 
that actually saw everything that trans - 
pired when Louis Redmond lost hls Üfe 
i to the System, 


The many Black witnesses say tb at 
Brother Louis was shot down in cold 
blood. These wltnesses further state thar 
IE Redmond dld have a gun, he never 
had a chance to uee ir, because the 
volley of shots from the police revol- 
1 vers that killed Redmond rang nut jusi 
aeconds alter he was etqppedfor "ques-

Tavern, at 3559 W* Ghicago Avenue, 
Louis bad asked an ïtalian girl, whowas 
standing in front of the jukebox, if she 
wüuid move so he ecu ld play his record, 
Muscarella goi mad because Louis was 
talking to an Italian girl, and also mad 
over the fact Louis wanted to play 
"soul music" in a bar we all kitnw ïe 
owned and operatedl by the syndicate.*, 
Muscarella told Louis that he would 
kill him; but Louis thoughc it was just 
an idle threal," 

Another wltness, Brother Charles 
Kilgore, stated, "t was drinking wüh 
Redmond juut before he walked east on 
Ghicago and got killed with nine bul- 
Iets, He didn't have a gun with him ( 
as the police have said, He didn’t 
need one, He was too good with bis 
hands,” 


Two other witnesses said, that Just 
before Brother Redmond waa mur- 
dered, they saw policeman Veller take 
off his police jacket and fire one shot 
thrnugb it w r ith bis service revolver. 
One of these two witnesses reiatea 
what he himself did after Redmond 
was murdered: Ji i went over to the 
officers and l asked him what had 
happend, ITiey lied and said that some- 
one clse had shot Redmond and they 
w^re looking for the builets." 


Muscarella and Veller are nothlng 
more titan racist dog murderers. Laat 
August, Muscarella shot end killed Luis 
Morales, who was only 2Öyears old, Be- 
cause of the Indigntant crles of the Black 
community over the murder of Brother 
Louis Redmond, the Poitce Depart- 
ment's Intern al Affairs Di Vision has 
stated that they will conduct an "Ln- 
ve9tigatinn ,, , The people wlll nor be 
duped by this false promise of jusiice, 
The pigs have alw r ,iys put up the front 
of "investigating its own" whenever the 

people have become too angered over 
their outright fascist murders of op- 
preaaed people, Nothlng ever eomes 
of these sn-calied invesrigations, The 
murdering policeman ia usually sus- 
pended with pay and then quïetly re- 
inataied or promoied after masa an- 
ger subsides. 

Ju slice wlll be render ed for the 
thous and sof Louis Redmond’h only when 
the people themselves rise up and see 
Juacice done, We must demand and 
struggle for community control of the 
police department and all other in- 
Htitutfons in the Black community; for to 
do ao is moving correctly fn the fight 
to determfne our own destlny.

ci Gt, racist court fiyatem of High P oint,

members of a group of four yoiing 
Black brothers, who ware known as 
the High Point 4, They we re gen ¬ 
teneed to prEson for 7-10 years* 
The High Point 4 are memberg of 
the Black Famher Party who were 
arregted Li year ago, on Fcbruary 10,. 
1971, when the High Point Pollce De¬ 
partment attack ed the Party’s Com- 
nuinity Center there at 6:00 Ln the 
morning, Comrades Randolph Jen- 
nings (18 years old), Larry Medley 
(17 years old), who atill has a 12 
gauge rif Ie slug in hts should er aa 
a reault of the attack, and Rradford 
Llüey (20 years old) were all con- 
vlcted of assault on a policeman* 
Ir was alJeged they wounded him with 
the oüly shot pigs claim was flred 
from the Center* There was no evi- 
dence whataoever tt> show that any 
of the brothers in the house had had 
a gun in his hand, mueb less had 
pardclpated in the accu al abootlng 
of a pig* George Dewitt was acquitred 
of the charges in a compromise ver¬ 
dict* The fascisPs own evidence ended 
u p pro ving th af he had not e v en ton ch ed 
□ gun that day* Therefbre, the efght 
white racists and four extremely mis» 
gtilded Black persons on the jury could 
mot possibly have convicted him* 
Br ad, Randy and Larry have ap- 
pealed this urtjuat decision, and au 


appeal bond has been sec at $7,000* 

each. 

During the unusuaUy J4 speedy'* 
trial, Judge J. WiJliam Copeland was 
overt in his display of fascism and 
racism* The racist deniedeverypre- 
trtal motion, ln addltion to sevcral 
other motions to have the case dia- 
missed, After the Brothers sur- 
rendered, Comrade Larry having 
been shot and wounded, the pigg took 
everything movable nut of the house, 
boarded up the house, with no aearch 
warrant at all* This in ltselE was 
grounds, imder the iUegal searchand 
aelzure laws (as provided by the 4th 
Amendment of the Gonstitution) to 
quash (make null) the Indictments* 
Additionally, the pigs came at 6:00 
in the moming, when the actual 
evictlon notice they had was not ef- 
fective üntil 7:00 A,M* The QVtcrion 
notice was dated for February lOth, 
the day of the attack, whereaa the 
law lts elf acaces occupants of a house 
are allowed 48 hours notice to Ie ave 
a premiae* Accordlng to the fas- 
cists T own laws, che most that was 
supposed to have been donc was that 
sheriff 1 '? deputies were to have <le- 
livered an evictlon notice, informing 
the occupaties of the order* ïnstead, 
of course, there were over 65 
sheriffs and ciry pigs, together, 
armed with rioc shotguns, whichwere 
loaded. with stugs, and pollce snipers 


armed with high-powered rifles* 

Fig Chief Laurie Pritchett, who 
led the attack, denied, aE first, that 
there even were snipers* With no 
evidence produced that anyonc inside 
the house had such a weapon, it 
fieemed as chough Lt. Shaw Cooke, 
the wounded pig, who was shot in 
the chest by a high powered rifle, 
was probably shot by one of hls own 
pig snipers* Openly admittlng that he 
knew the case should bc thrown out, 
Copeland said that he was going to 
sent u to the jury anyway* He even 
denled the motion whlch said that the 
indictments should he quashed 
because the jury make-up of the Gu 11- 
ford Councy (in which High Point is 
located) Grand Jury and the per¬ 
centage of Bïacks chosen for jury duty r 
liad been proven not to represent a 
cross-section of the comiTiuïiity of 
High Point* 

Si nee the police faüed io murder 
these brothers in February of last 
year* they have now suecessfully rail- 
roaded three of them to prlson on the 
charge of assauli on police officers* 
(However, atnee there was a charge, 
it rightfully should have been ca lied 
defendlng their lives from attacking 
pigs.)

ORKLAHD ARMY BASE H.P.’S BRUTAL1ZE ANOTHER BLACK G.L 


Over the past few y és rs* the United 
States Army and the U,S, military 
services in gene^al have tried to 
present a new image, laste ad of the 
old slogans, such as 'The Army 
Buüds Men'*, there are provocative 
ada and posters depicting the "firn"* 
compaiuonship and wonderful job op- 
portumties a man eau enjoy in the 
“'New” Army, Any young, Black man 
who fails for this Army propaganda* 
however, soon flnds the same old 
Army racism and unjust treatmentof 
Black and third world brothers. 


Robert English, age 19, is one of 
many young brothers that was trickcd 
into joining the U,S, Army, Robert 
joined the Army at the age of 17, 
That was in January of 1970* Slrtce 
leaving hls home in Cleveiand, Ühio, 
Brother Rubert haa encountered, 

ar the various places he’s been 
sEationed, in C er many, Lomsianaand 
in Kentucky, typlcal Army racism, 
brutality and harassment, He is now 
stationed at the OakJand (CaUfornla) 
Army Base, 


The latest in a series of lnclden.cs 
Brother Robert has had to ertdurein¬ 
volving Army racism and brutality 
occurred on Sunday night, February 
Gth (1972), Aronnd 8:00 P,M, that 
evening* Robert was at thg base Re- 
creation Center, eatfng dineer, WhlLe 
he was eating* s ever al MilltaryPolice 
approached him and asjked him if he 
opuld step ou telde for a minute. When 
Robert went outside* he was eon- 
fronted by a white man in ctvüian 
clothing, This racist barked at Robert 
to stand agalnst the wall* claiming 
that he (the white man) was an Army 
Captain, Robert asked to see this 
racist *s identification, sin co he had 
no way of knowing whetber or nor 
the man was even in the Army* much 
lees an officer, lnstead of doing what 
was correct, identifying himself, diis 
"captain" ordered theMJVs to jurnp 
on Robert* allegedly for dfsobeying 
an order, The M,P,'s began to vL- 
ciousiy beat Brother Robert to the 
ground, They threw bim into a jeep 
and took him ro the Military Police 
Station, 


When they arrived at the station* 
the M,P,'fc threw Robert, now hand- 
euffed and bloody, to the floor, Robert 
repeatedly tried to stand, in an. at- 
tempt to ask the M,P,’s at the desk 
why he was befng treated In this 
marmer, Each time Brother Robert

made the atiempt tü stand* he would 
bc knocked down again by theM.F/s. 
Robert was bleedlng very badly by 
thts time, in additlon to his clothing 
belng torn to shreds, He finally con- 
vinced one of the M,P/s to take the 
bandeuffs off, At that moment, In 3 
ch allen ging gestnre* another M,P, 
jrnnped talm* This time, however, 
Brother RobeiE was able to defend 
himself, The minute he knoeked that 
M.P, out ontq the floor* the rest of

them jumped on him agaln, and again 
handeuffed him, He was eventually 
sent to his barracks* 

In typlcal Army fashion, Robert 


English, the victim, is belng charged 
for their attack upon him, Hle 
charges are: 1) Disrespecting com- 

missloited officers (refusal to obey 
the never-tdentified "captain'*); 2) 
Resistlng arrest (althousdi he was 
noE. infonned of his arrest prior to 
the beating); and 3) Assault on a 
Military Police Officer, As of yet, 
Robert has not been to court for these 
charges, lf found guilty* he faces any 
of the foliowing "penalties":!) Time 
in the stockade (Anny Jail) at hard 
labor; 2) Extra duty (forced re-en- 
llstment or be sent to a war zone); 
3) A cut in pay. 


The Criminal Investigatiiig De¬ 
partment of the U,S, Army is sup- 
posed to be invesEigating this Incident 
in Robert's behalf, The Crimlnal In- 
ve&tigaiing Department is acmally no 
more tban a higher level of the Mili¬ 
tary Police, Flow ean they lead a 
thorough investigatiüti in Robert's 
interest? 


This was not Brother Robert'sflrst 
expcriencc with the "New** Army, 
Not long ago, Robert was coming out 
of the Service Club at about 8:00 
P,M,, when Ewo white M,P,'s É about 
50 to 60 yards away from him* 
jumped out of their jeep and ran to- 
ward him, They said they had seen 
him drop an empty clgarctte pack* 

age onto the ground, (There Is even 
a penalty in the Army code for this,) 
They even went ao far as to piek 
out a partlcuiar cigaretie pack that 
he was supposed to have dropped,. 
(whieh was different from the brand 
he smokes)* The M,P,'s ordcred him 
into the jeep and took him to the 
M,p. Station, where he spent 2 and 
one half hours dia pro ving the ridi- 
culous charge, They really had no 
evidence agalnst Brother Robert, so 
they charged him with not having hts 
pants legs tacked into his boots* Nc 
■‘sentence" bas been doled out yet 
for this “offense". 


Robert has beenr» at the Üakiand 
Army Base for approxlmately 2 
munths* Wlien he arrived in dak land, 
he hadno money, nor civillanclothing* 
The government had not paid him 
since August, and lt wae already 
November, They clafmed they 
couldn’t find his records and that

Most of Lts remcmber those brut al 
days in August of 1968, when thousands 
uf peopie were beacen beyontJ recog¬ 
nitiën, by Chtcago Mayor Riehard 
Daley's fascist storm troopers, whlle 
pr ote sti ng outslde of the headqu arters 
of the Democratie National Con- 
tf ent ion in Chtcago, Illinois. Out of 
that ncar-maasacre, eight people 
were Indicted and eharged wlth 
Crossing state lines wlth the "intent 1 ’ 
Eo Incite a riot, which melee the pigs 
actually created and lostered. Bobby 
Seale was One of those persons in¬ 
dicted. 


By October of 19 69, Bobby Seale, 
Ghairman of the Black Panther Party, 
having been siiddenly aufttched by FBI 
agente from the Streets, faced trial 
fn Chleago, alang with seven ether 
defendants, He had been falaely ln- 
dicted cm Fcderal charges of 
conépiracy to cross state llnes with 
the wfllfuJ intenr of indring a riet* 

Prior to the beginning of the trial, 
Charles Garry, attomey for Chair- 
Tnan Bobby, had reported to the trial 
Judge, Julitts Hoffman, In Chicago, 
that he needed a cominuance, an ex- 
tension on the trial date, because he 
(Garry) bad to have a serious opera- 
clou* Untll the operaïion was com- 
pleted. Garrv explained, he wou ld 
be unable to defend the Ghairman* 
Judge Huffman flatly denied the re- 
quesEed continuatie e and the trial was 
set to proceed with in three weeks of 
that tiay. ThU 0 * Chalrman Bobby Seale 


was co go ro trial, without legai 
counsel. 

This was a blatamt vLoiationof Con- 
siitutionai rlghts, speclflcally as out- 
linéd in the 6th Amendment of the 
Bill of Rights (of the U,5. Consti¬ 
tutie®), which amendment assures a 
person of the right to legai counsel. 
Hoffman's overt trampling of Chair- 
mfin Bobby's constltutional rlghts 
could only be defined as a fascist 
üperation to rallroad the Ghairman 
to priöoru In fact, the trial pro* 
ceeded without Ghairman Bobby's 
ha ving any lawyer to defend Mm, In* 
s Cé ad of remaining silent, therefore, 
which wou ld have automatte ally 
waived hts right tothe nttornevof hts 
C hoic e, the Ch airman spoke out openly 
in court against this violation, He 
=learly poimed out the fact that his 
basic hum an rights, according to the 
H 'said" ConstiruElgrij, were beliig 
denied, anu blatnntly violated by 
Hoffmnn's court; and also, that if he 
Could not have the lawyer of hls 
cholce, then he wou ld exerclse the 
hum au right to defend hls own life* 
Hofftnön repeaiedly denied Gbairman 
Bobby both these rlghts, 

Day aft er day the Chalrman's Coi^ 

stitutional rlghts were denied; and day 
after day he spoke out in behalf of 
Ma right to defend himeelf. The re- 
suite of hls atterrntsto excrclse these 
righte were helnous anddegrading be- 
yond imaglnaflon. Ghairman Bobby 
Seale was bound, gagged, chained, and 
tied to hls seac, while the fascist 


railroad continued, as thuugh he did 
not exist, Suoh ovenly cruel and un* 
usual punlshment perpetrated tipon 
the Ghairman was not enough for 
Judge Hoffman. After only five weeks 
of trial, he semeneed the Ghairman 
to 4 years [n prlson on 16 phony 
counts of so-calledcontemptofcotirtji 
based on Ghairman Bobby’s refusal 
to remaln silene In the face of in- 
juatice and inhumanily. When Chalr- 
man Bobt^ was later removed from 
Ghicago to stand trial tn the phony 
New Haven case > Hoffman's blatantly 
fascist acts slid out of public aiten- 
tion, 

Now, in I972 r the claws of human 
Injustice ore sdil reaching out, wlth 
every savage effort beïng made 
to make Bobby Saaie waste fouryears 
of his life in prlson for merely de¬ 
in and ing a right that every man ïn 
this country is supposedly guar- 
anteed. For* on February Sih and 9th 
of this year, Ghairman Bobby went 
before the Federal Court of Appeals, 
In the Seventh Circuit, in Chleago, 
Illinois, to fight this preposterous 
charge of contempt of court. Th ree 
Judges heard his human and ïegaJ 
appeal, and are presently pondering 
Ghairman Bobby's fate, This 3-judge 
panel can reach any of the foliowing 
decisions: I) pronounce the Ghairman 
innocent of all charges; 2) prorcounce 
hlm guilty of contempt of court, wlth 
"time served*' (the Ghairman spent 
nearly 2 years In prlson, fornothlng, 
when he faced murder charges in New

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Haven, Connecticut, whlch charges 
were flnally dismlsaed because of a 
hung jury); 3) pronounee the Chalr- 
man guilty and sentence Mm to 4 
years in prisnn- or 4) throw out en* 
ilrely any sentencfng, Hu wever, if the 
Judg.es say at all that Chairman Bobby 
Ie guüty of contempt in Chic □ go, tb en 
back in Northern Cailfomia the fas¬ 
cist judges in Alameda County will 
at tempt to put the Chairman fn prlson 
for one year to ltfe. 

Eïow did ibis come about? In May 
of 19 &S, Chairman Bobby bad been 
erroneously convicted of a charge 
under a law dattng back to the1800’s, 
whieh vaguely stated tb at "beving a 
gun on grounda adjaccnt to n jaiT’ 
was a vtolatton* Thie convtction 
stemmed from an incident a yearbe- 
fore, when the Chairman and other 
Black Panther Party members were 
waitiiig out on a public sidewalk while 
Brother Huey P, Newton, Servant of 
the People, was being bailed out of 
jaü, It was May of 1967, and the 
Party's armed pollce patrola were 
a common sighr, for at that time, 
there was no Uw againat carrying 
loaded weapons on public s 1de walk a 
or In the streets, as long as the guns 
weren*t concealed, Not one gun was 
eoncealed while the baü bondsmen 
went into the jail's front office tohail 
out Of Ja 11 the Servant, Brother Huey 
p. Newton, Chairman Bobby and the 
othérs waited on that public sidewalk, 
exerctaing their aecond amendment 
Constltutional right to bear arms 
and protect and defend thema el vee, 
the people and Brother Huey P.New 
ton, onee he would bc out of Jail 

The judges and courts naturally 
Ignored, aa they have consiatenrly 


done in the past, Chairman Bobby’s 
Constitutional rights, and came up 
wiih a false gun charge conviction, 
lor which he was piaceo on three 
years probation. This three year 
period of probation expiredMay 24th, 
1971 (a day before Chairman Bobby 
was released on appeal bond in Coii’- 
uüCtiCüt, The appeal bond was put up 
to keep Chairman Hobby out of jafl 
in connection with the 4 -year sentence 
Judge Hoffman had wrongfully lesued 
in Ghicago*), 

Although Chairman Bobby has al- 
ready served the period of probation, 
Alameda County Judge Staats will 
bc hearing arguments and making a 
"decisiou” in May of tb Is year as 
to whether or not the Chairman 
vtolated probation* Theoretically, 
unaer Califorma iaw, when a person 
is Gonvlcted of a '‘crime”, he may, 
generally, eicher be genteneed to 
-serve time in a State prlson or be 
given probation, Probation, in es¬ 
sence* is a sentence a person serves 
outside of the prison, on the Street, 
adhering not only to the State and 
Federal laws, but also to a numher 
of other special conditions the trial 
judge sets down (for example, most 
tl mes a man on probation cannot 
travel either Inside or outside of the 
State without the special, written per - 
missIon of the court)* In Chairman 
Bobby *3 case, the Califorma courts 
are saying that he violatcd his pro¬ 
bation ‘■agreeFnem' 1 ', wben he was 
ctjnvicted of contempt of the Federal 
court In Chfcago* 

At tlvis point in time, in other words, 
one thing depends tipon the other* 
That is, if che Federal appeals court 
agrees with Hnffman’s racist dedsion 
and finds Chairman Bobby guilt> f of 
contempt of court, eveo if that aj>peals 
court decides to say he has in fact 


served the time of the sentence (2 
years in New Haven), he can still 
be charged in California with pro- 
bation violation* Even though the 
actual probationary period was over a 
year ago, it was not oveT at the time 
he was origtnally charged with con¬ 
tempt of court in Chic ago* Under 
California law, if a person fs found 
guilr> r of probation violation* he can 
be and usuaily is then made to serve 
In the State penitent!ary the maxi¬ 
mum penalty for the convicted 
'■crime”, In this case, then, Chair¬ 
man Bobby faces a term of from 
one year to ltfe imprisonment, 

All of this is legal jibberish in 
the State and natlonal cotispiracy to 
lm prlson Bobby Seale, Chairman of 
the Black Pamber Party* To dem- 
onstrate how weU planned this go- 
vernménE conspiracy js, oneneedonly 
notiee that Judge Staats set a court 
calendar date, to dismiss this phony 
probation violation charge, alltheway 
In May of this year (one full yeax 
af ter probation was over), This is 
even more absurd when one con- 
siders that he Ik not being charged 
with haviug violated a California or 
any other State law, but for ha ving 
at tempt ed to exercise his eonsettu- 
tlanal rlghrs in a Federal court. 
Bobby Seale has not only not com- 
mitted any crime here, but ha» for 
the past 3 years in particulat (since 
hls kidnap in August of 1969) been 
the victim of the government'scrim- 
inal conspiracy to take his Iffe, The 
court deeislons may be pending, bur 
the people*a dcclsion in this matter 
bas long sinco been known* Let's 
work to implement our deels ion to 
keep Chairman Bobby free*

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tor** af the Plant, that during the 
month of November, l97l, there were 
only twelve Blacks werking on the 
second shift. Ten of the tmlve t vere 
w orking in the Shipping Department 
at the hardest jobs m the plant. 
Since Black peopïe are not even re- 
presented al the vnion fei/eT, they 
have tiü one to whom to articulate 
their griavances. 

Tkus, as a resutt of both com¬ 
pany and import raoïsm, tto Black 
werkers ai the plant feel that they 
are not being cqmlly répresented. 
When catled into the office for ft dis- 
ciplinary** reasons, somé Blacks 
have demanded that a fellow Black 
worker be present to act as an ofr- 
server, 7}ie white shopsiewards, and 
'certainly the white per sonnet mana¬ 
get, can't tmd er stand the oppression 
of Blacks at tkis plant and théir de - 
mands for proper representation, Of 
course, me company has re/used 
these jtist demands. An exampïe of 
this dual oppression of the Black 
worker can be seen in the case of 
Brolher Bemard Smaltuood, a young 
Black man wto has been employed 
jn Can r $ Shipping Depan- 

ment for the past iwo years. 


Brother Bemard Smalïwood fouttd that 
when y<m don*t whistle white you work 
you're fired for ' r m$udordmaiK>n* 
refusat to obey a direct order of a 
fa re man, and abusive language.** 


The National Can Corporation * io- 
cated in San Leandra (a white su- 
burb near Oakland), C alifpmia, has 
been m operation for over twenty 
years. Tkey make cans and con¬ 
tainers there, Like most of ïts lily- 
white Qt near-vjhite counterparts, 
National Can hadn’t had any "racial 
problems** unfïi recently, Hotoever, 
National Can only begon hiring Black 
workers in 1964, after beingforcedto 
do so by the Federal guuemment „ 

As of December r 1971, there were 
only 50 Blacks out of 600 worker $ 
at National Can, There are no Black 
personnel administrators. Black 
foremen, shopstewards, or other 
unian officials. Jobs at the plant 
are assigned according to plant 
seniorüy. Naturally, therefbre, 90% 
of the Black work&rs are assigned 
low seniority jobs, due to the com- 
party* s racist hiring policïes, The 
company also lays o ff and calts back 
employees in order of plant senwrity. 
in other words, thé Black worker sare 
the last to coma ar J '•** first to go. 

Far example, it was pointed out 
to the personael manager, wfto is 
til$o supposed to be the "equal em- 
ployment opportunities co-ordina- 


On Friday, December 3, 1971, Ber- 
nara went to the plant to piek up 
hts weekly pay check. When he gat 
to the plant, tkey didn't have the 
check for him. Bé explained to the 
personnel manager that hé didn*1 have 
a big bank account and that he could 
not afford to wait fwo or thrae weeks 
to receive his hard-eamed money, 
He did not receive that check until 
two weeks later, mth no adequate 
explnnation of the delay\ 

On Saturday, December 4, Bemard 
went to work, reporting for duty on 
Sêcand shift, He opcrated the machine 
to which he was regularly assigned, 
until 11:00 F.M. At that time, Larry 
Nulan, the Quality Controt Foreman, 
yelted at kim to come óvertoanother 
area of the factory, Nolan t mnted Ber- 
nard tv show kim and anotker fore¬ 
man Apup to operaie another oxte of 
the machines * Tkey shotdd have al- 
ready fenoum how to operate the ma¬ 
chine, sinoè they are foremen. Ber- 
nerd offered to train another worker, 
if he receivéd 10% additional leadcr- 
man wages, ^Ajï spelled out in their 
ourn vnion contract with the com¬ 
pany, all worfeers who demonstrate 
or teach a new skül, are in fact 
l ‘Ieadermen* p , and are due compen- 
sation and a salary increase for the 
specific amount of hours spent teach¬ 
ing or demonstrating that skill, even 
though they are not regularly cm- 
ployed at that task.) Nolan told kim 
to operate the machine or go home, 
The shop steward (a vnion metnber 
chosen &>' his fellaw ifw/fers io re- 
present them ia their cEcafifi^s wlfit 
management) agreed with Bemard 
and explained the contract to the 


foreman * No fan jfiiT him (Der- 
nard} to go home. As Bemard was 
teaving, Nolan told the Brother he 
was üfso siisptfmïöd* 

On Monday, December Gth, Bet- 
nard went to the personnel office to 
register a comptaint. Nolan gave hts 
side of the incident. Bemard then 
gave his side. However, bef ore Ber- 
nard could finisk, the per sonnet 
manager, De La Piëdra, yelled, That 
was not the way it happenedf” Ber- 
nard thert a&ked, u How do ycu know, 
yoK weren*t there?** De La 

Piedra then said that Bemard was 
su spsnded for three days for * f in- 
subordïnation, refusal toubey adirect 
order of a foreman, and abusive fan- 
guagef* 

Af Ier the tkree-day suspension, 
Bemard came back to w'or'fe on the 
swing shift. Within fifteen minuies 
of his (Bemard*s) arriml, Larry No¬ 
lan suspended him again, this time 
for atlegédly cursing and threatming 
a foreman*Th&re uwn? nowitnessea, 
$o it*s the worker*s word against the 
foreman*s. Of course, De La Piedra 
believéd the foreman, and several 
days later he actvally fired Bemard. 

Bemard is fighting the case aif 
the voay. He is charging that his 
suspension is due to the company r s 
racism fowards all non-wliiie 
workers. Of c&arse, we can^i do¬ 
pend upon the itnion or the govem- 
ment to get this Brolher*s job back. 
The purpose of the vnion is to af- 
legedly protect the werkers’ mtere&ls 
(as opposed to fiie management*s} 
luilk respect to wages and warkmg 
candilions, First, because the unians 
are nou' allvwed to exist by the ruling 
circle, they may on ï_v do wftat they 
are atlowed to in the worker* s in*- 
tërests ; and, secondly, due to the 
racism that exists within most labot 
unians, Black people fcave had agraat 
deal of difficulty in becoming labar 
vnion mombers, much less benefit 
from unian representation. Look ai 
what happened when fwo stop- 
stewards, at National Can, X>ann>' 
Borrero and Rick Bovférs, got fired, 
They were sold oud by both the unian 
and the govemment. Only a vnited 
movetnej t of all the workers wit! 
get their jobs back and gmrantee 
that toe wtm f i Tose? ours. 

The Black brothers and sisfers at 
National Can realize that Bemard 
Smalïwood was fired for racist 
reasons by a racist company and kave 
demanded that he be rehired.A month 
before Bemard was fired, a white 
worker uws accused of cursing and 
threatening a foreman, and in the 
presente of anatfier foreman, He was 
only suspended for fioa The 

téorker was aïsa dnmfc at the time t 
When a$ked to compare the two tn- 
cfcfenfs* De La Piedra would only

sentencèd to life imprisonment-, JEFFEHÏ GAULDEN 
(at right), now 26, t oas also railraaded to a life term 
uthen he was 21, Their cases are ngt vnus-ual. 

They are Uke tkou&ands of others. 
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The commission of snc^i ordinary 
acts os going out for a cup of coffee 
or walking do™ i/m Street or sitting 
at home wateking T.V. do nat tend 
to mate one think that a crime, a 
violation of the law, kas Peen com- 
mUted. These are everyday things, 
in volving only the habits one may 
normally engage in in the course of 
an average day, If, as a r&sult of 
indulging in si ich a socially normei 
activity, a persen i vere to end up in 
prison , charged and convicted of a 
cfime, a casualobserver might think, 
welt there must be special circum- 
stances here thatwerenotimcovered. 

When, over a period of decades, 
a systematic pattem begms to £h? 
evident that peopte are arrested and 
convicted as a result of participaiing 
in such simpte activities, we might 
emetude t for example r that it has 
become customary for peopie who 
ufatch T.Vfs to get arrested. When 
this pattem is evidenced in only a 
particular group of peopie t we may 
draw olher conchtsUms: that that 
group of peopie is * f criminal by 
nature’’, or, perhaps it is a crime 
for thut group of peopie to watch 
T, V, or walk down the Street. These 
ideas might sRtvn absurd to . discuss. 
Howeuer, it must be clëar by now, 
tkat $ince out-right cross- bufning 
and lynching are no langer either 
faskionabte or acceptatie, Black peo- 
ple in the U.S , have, therefore, suf- 
fered under the systcmatically 
criminal central of the racist U.S. 
govemmmt tkrough the use of the 
laws of the land. And further, when 
a whole peopie are systemaHcaiiy ad 
o ff from the abilüy to buy or pur- 
ckase the things ihey need tosurvive, 
to live, it is only simpte logic that 
'eotüd prescribe. the necessüy of 
living Hfe"byany means necessary’* . 
Black and poor p&ople live with few 
optians , Dr, W.E.B. DuBois uttee said r 
u Tq be poor is a hards hip. To be 
poor in a land of dollars i$ the bottom 
of kardshipsd* 

Black peopie m the U.S. propor- 
tioiUilly rank very high among those 
peopie incarcerated in America*s 
prisons and jaits, {Ingeneral, the vast 
m ajori ty of tk ose in pris on a re pcop le 
who are poor J This i$ a fact, It is 
wof ü fact of Hfe, hut a fact of life 
ift the United States, in the course of 
a day, a Black person can, with the 
best intention of getting tkrough the 
day without anj.' ’^rouble*’, become a 
victim of mistaken identüy because of 
the , 4 all -nigger$-look-alike-to-me** 
philosopky of a racist policeman, 
,é witm$$ M * t "victim**; or t because of 
trying to satisfy a dire need, end 
up in jail, In fact r for Black peopie, 
such wants are horribly ordinary, 
normat. Such peopie are the politieel 
Prisoners, They , mast time$ t havenot 
bumed a flag or a draflcard, or shot 
fit pig. They have simply breathed 


another day, and the oppressïve, ra¬ 
cist Cönditions ande r which Black and 
poor pêople suffer daily r as carried 
oui by America’s miers and en- 
foree rs, take care of the rest. 

These t kous and 5 who suffer in the 
prison camps as the victims of the 
neo-faséist tools of control and re- 
pressiun, known as the law, have the 
common experience that put them 
there, They are becoming ever more 
consdous of that. Brothers Jeffrey 
Gaulden and Chauncy Gilmore are twv 
of those thousands , victims of the 
tragic circumstance that is A merica, 


Chauncy Gilmore is a 2l-year old 
Brother who has lived in the Oakland- 
Bay Area (of Northern CaUfomia) 
alt of hts few >Êa*\s, He i$ currenfJy 
m the Alameda Coimty Jail awtaiïtntf' 
transfer to VacavHle Mcdical Facility 
(a maximum securily state prison). 

On the evenïng of January 14\ WH, 
Chauncy had dnmk some wine. He 
weiït out to a Berkeléy liquar store 
to purchase another boftle. Perhaps 
he thought it uxmld help kim forget, 
at least temporarüy, the problems 
America presents that he had been 
forced ioo som to deal with, 
didn’t make it to the store. Just os 
he walked past a café known os the 
VHla Roma t a white racist by the 
name of Alfred Tenbrinkrushedfrom 
the Villa Homo doorway, screaming, 
" There* $ the niggerr* Tenbrink 
leaped on Chauncy M kicking and 
beating him. Tenbrink’s brother-in- 
law, the oimer of Villa liatna, Rruno 
Maieront, another racist, im- 
mediately jomed in the attack, They 
brutally beat and kicked Chauncy 
white calling kim * f nigger*’ and 
skouting other racist slurs . To top 
things o ff, they also took fus wallet. 
Chauncy passed out. t^ifriesses soy 
they saw someone rtm arvimd ihe 
corner. They $ay that soonaflerthis, 
three Black men appeared, one 
carrt'in^ a .38caliber revolver.Shots 
were fired and kfaieronï feil dead. 
Maieroni’s mother, Asunta, who had 
rttshed Quiside to waich her boys beat 
the "nigger**, waswomded.Tenbrink 
died with in two months, 

Chauncy has op recoüection of 
anytking the heating, he 

remembers are the blows he received 
and hearing "nigger**, "nigger’*, 
over and over again. The ruw* thing 
Chauncy does remember is regainiTig 
consc/otisness tïo the Berkeley Policé 
bus that loos laking him to the Ala¬ 
meda County Jail. That was the day 
after hts actual arrest , Originally he 
fcad been taken to the Berkeley City 
Jail, uitere his mother had came fa 
see aboid him, hoving been notified 
of his arrest. Ska had nat heen allowed 
to talk to or £oerï $ee her 500 that 
night, He had been threatenedandha- 
rassed throughout the night. The next 


day $he was “permitted" a visitwith 
kim * He does not even remetnher that 
visit, 

Within a few weeks, the Grand Jury 
mdicted Chauncy. During the indict- 
ment proceedings, a Dëputy District 
Attomey, by the na me of Kleeman t 
**produced’ r fu*£> tape recotdings t 
which he repres ented as **con- 
fessivns** he claims Chauncy made 
during the crucial 24 hour period. 
Chauncy says tkat he made no such 
tapes. The .38 caliber revolver was 
also introduced, Howeuer f Chauncy’s 
fïnger prints we*'® np where on the 
weapon. No mention at all made 
of the fact that Chauncy was tmean- 
scious from the time he wes beaten 
uttHl his transfer from the Berkeley 
City Jail to the Alameda County Jail 
the day aflet the incident. There was 
na mention made of the fact that the 
racisis luid naf onf>’ beaten Chauncy 
unconsciotts, Ind had robbed him. 

This mös o II thrown together as 
on indictment for murder. According 
to the law (in Califcmia), a person 
can be prvsecided for a felvny either 
with the indictment of a Grand Jury 
or evidence presented at a pre- 
liminary hearing, This is an im¬ 
portant point here, for usually apro- 
secuUor seeks a Grand Jury indict¬ 
ment when he know s very welt there 
is Httle or no real evidence to pre¬ 
sent m a preliminary hearing. The 
idea is that in order for a court of 
law to try a man, there 
first , evidence tkat a crime has been 
committed, and secondly , that it is 
reasonabte that the indiuidual had 
someihing to do with its commission, 
By so-cal led legal procedure, then, 
the proseculion, or the State, must 
present to a jvdge atl witnesses and 
evidence in what is called the pre- 
liminary hearing t to determine ij that 
person should, in fact, be even tried 
for the commission of a prime. lf 
the jvdge concurs with theprosecutor, 
the person is then held for trial. Us - 
uaïly when tke State has little towork 
with to get the court’s agreement, the 
D.A , will present a general picture 
fo a GraiwI Jury, which, after hearing 
what he has fo say» will make a de- 
cis ion fp indict, or present a person 
for trial * The importance of this in. 
Chauncy*s case is that none of the 
oipfims (tke one woitnded, and the one 
who died 2 months later), nor any 
members of their family wouldprass 
charges agoinst Brother Chauncy. 
Wüh the victims refusing to accuse 
Chauncy, Kleeman knew that hecould 
only get Chauncy fp trial by Grand 
Jury indictment, 

The Oakland Tribune t a locat, ra¬ 
cist establishment newspaper , then 
begon its usml racist and ïn- 
flammatory campaign, There were 
frequ&nt artictes headlining the 
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Feopte msfde America* $ prisons are alt 
politica! prisonets* for the conditions 
that send them there are manifest of the 
ruling cirde*s highest political schcme, 
their over-alt plan of Genocide,

demïy doctored-up some fïngerprints 
whïch they claimed to have 41 dis- 
covereé 1 * ten months later* The ftn- 
ger prints were alteged to have been 
removed from th# " murder wédp 071 '** 
They had to be tkroum out because 
they weren*t even genuine prints* The 
D*A, evm attempted to justify the 
beating as weii as the robbery oom- 
mitted against Chauncy by the two 
racisls* H was his claim that Chauncy 
had thrown a hottle through the front 
partition of the café and that the 
owners had come out to stop him* 
His waltet was ‘'taken** by them for 
Identification pwrposes* The con- 
tention was that Tenbrink and 
Mat erom only wanted lo "detoin’* 
Chauncy tmtil thé police came* When 
the trial fftUïUy ended, the L>.A* made 
the wswaf impassioned pica to the jury 
for a first degree murder conviction* 
However, even thé jury coti/d nof re¬ 
turn a conniction on these phony 
charges. They re tumed to the jury 
box twice to state that they as a jury 
were hopelessly deadlockedond could 
not reach a decision. Bid racist Judge 
Caoper was not going to tose this 
conviction , He reteased them for the 
Christmas holiday period and told 
tkem to came back for further deli - 
Éfirafton* When they stilt had not 
reached a verdict* he encouraged 
them to bring back a conviction on 
any charge, In mid-January t 1972* the 
jury t therefore, retumed with a con¬ 
viction on the false charge of as- 
sautt with a deadly weapon, although 
the only weapon introduaed in the case 
was never proven to kave been in 
Chauncy* $ hands.

D.A.*s case against th$ 4 ‘Café tnur- 
derer**. The Tribune and the D,A* 
togeiher charged Chauncy with two 
comts of murder ; and one count of 
attempted murder* They asked for thé 
gas chamber* There was* therefore, 
a typica l A merican lynch- mob atmos - 
phere created aromd the case* 

By November W t 1971, the trial jury 
had been setected. Despite the trial 
prosecutor* s Deputy £).A, Melol- 
ing*s t efforts against it, there were 
two Black peopleonthejury* A parade 
of tuitte ïSfïS begon to take the stand. 
None of them could deny that Maieroni 
and Ten brink had bnttully beo ten 
Chamcy* After that point* of 

them could agree on anything etse , 
Each witncss’s story ptaced Chauncy 
in different places ai the same time. 
Berkeley pigs who had tvstified sud- 


ün February 6', 1972, JudgeCoopor 
senteneed Chauncy io 6 months to 
life imprisonment in a Colifornia 
State Prison* Another young Black 
man had been raïlroaded to prison* 


Brother Jcffery Gaulden t of San 
Diego, Cali/pmia, vjüs .21 als o wften. 
he was railroaded to prison* Thepar- 
ticutars were different from 
Gtiauncy’s case. The outcome was the 
same* Jeffery had gong to a party* 
When he and his friends arriveü at 
the party , some discussimtookplace 
with the host as to whether or not 
they could attend* Words were ex- 
changed. Jeffery had a weapon 
kim (not on unconifflcm thing in the 
Black community). In angér over 
being tumed awcty, he fired his gun 
inlo the air* ApparenUy, one of the 
fruHcts ricocheted and groeed sortie- 
one*s head* However* nö one was 
seriüxtsfy injured* The police were 
called r end arrested Jeffery* charging 
him with as sautt with a deadly weapon. 
Hé received the usualassembly-lïne r 
speedy and unfair trial* He was $en- 
tenced to Hve years to life in prison, 

Shorfly after this whirlwind con- 


viclion, white he was ot China (State 
prison in Southern California) w his 
mother wes killed in an auto acci¬ 
dent . He was very upset and prison 
authorities refused to altow him to 
attend her funeral. One night f there- 
fore, he simpty te ft the prison . He 
went io Louisiana. He was taterpicked 
up there and extradited to California* 
He was retried on an escape charge 
and re tumed to prison to serve ad- 
ditional time over kis already inde- 
terminate life sentence, 

As Jeffery will telt you M he was 
not an "activist" when he went to 
prison. Ho we ver t néïther vxnUd hm 
compromise his manhood for prison 
officials* degradtng and barbarous 
rules* Soore, therefore , he mjps m the 
"hole*** or Ad jus tment Center, at San 
Qucntin* He was frequenUy trans- 
ferred to other institutions . White he 
was ïu San QweniiVs AdjuStmént 
Cetiler, however , another inmate, a 
Brother by the name af Fred Bill- 
ingslea t was tear-gassed to death 
by San Qwentïn guards* When news 
reached the mttside community, -Sart 
Qwsrniin officials tried to cover up 
their murder by saying that there 
had been such person in their in- 
Stihdion.* 

The Brothers jfa the Adjustment 
Center at that time „ atnong them 
Brother Ruchell Magec, filed a 
ivrongful death suit agamst the ad- , 
min is tra tors of San Quentin for this 
muFcïettTus ad and their attempts to 
hide it Jeffery Gaulden was amemg 
those to co me forlh, as a witness t to 
speak out against what he had seen 
and what he knew to be tme re- 
g ar ding the murder of Brother Fred 
BilLingslea* This certainty did not 
place Jeffery among the prime candi- 
dates for parole t or even removal 
from the Adjustment Center, In their 
various attempts to sabotage the case , 
prison officials begon transferring 
prïsoners elsewhere, anywhere out - 
$ ide of San QuéJilm and away from 
each other. In eariy 1971, Comrade 
Jeffery was transferred lo the Ad¬ 
justment Center at Foisom prison, 
This ujtts done to isolate him from 
the case t to prevent hi$ testifying* 

In that same yeur, 1971 (prior to 
Awgwsf 21, 1971 , when San Quentin 
guards murdered Comrade Georgê- 
Jacksmj * the State had seemed to 
"relax** its repressive Fneasurefs to 
soms extent, Correspondenceims de- 
clared open. A prisoner was allowed 
to wj rite anyone he wished (rather 
ï/iart a limited list of ten 4i approved** 
persons)* Prisoners who had pre- 
viowsiy been branded "trouble- 
makers* 1 were suddenïy transferred 
to the mamline* Jeffery Gawideri wa$ 
among those suddenïy transferred io 
Folsom*s malnUne fin July i97l). He

loas noturally surprtsed because he 
had not been in the 4 *o-called minimum

prïsmiers wkom the gvards mcourage 
tp provoke rocial confrontations with 
fliücfe prisoners), Hawever, euensucfr 
confroniations ware strangely at a 
low, 

On September 16, 1971, a State- 
employed laundry worker wa$ 
n fomd ft dead in the prison laundry 
room. Üesides Ihe fact mat Comrade 
Jeffery had nothing to do with this 


laundry tAMr&er*$ cfeafft, Fot$om of¬ 
ficials have not otüy falsely ckarged 
him, bui are trying to represent this 
''laundry t vorker 1 * as another inmate, 
Folsom officials wvuld have peopie 
believe that the deatk of this “laun¬ 
dry werker* ’ was the residf of a con¬ 
flict or emfrontation betxoeen two 
prisoners* The laundry worker tuas 
an empfoyee of Folsom Prison. He 
was at Folsom because he voluut eered 
to work there, for pay, He functitmsd 
like the guards and other State em¬ 
ployees itfko work at Folsom, AU 
the guards at Folsom prison utüized 
this opportvnity fa gei Jeffery, He 
could finally be silenced, Statements 
were made and evidence contrived to 
indïct Jeffery as the “murderer**, 
He was naturatly thrownimmediately 


öacfe info the Adjustment Center, 
He was then quickty indicied and 
charged with murder. and iransferred 
to the Sacramento County Jail, to 
attend court hearings an this new 
charge, and, later cm, fo Tracy (Dewel 
Vocational Institute). 

Currently, Jeffery is uwoüing trial 

<md being skuffled back and forth bè- 
iween Sacramento Jail and Tracy 
£ïafe Prison, Jeffery will begin trial 
on Febrmry 29tk in Sacramento 
County Court, As a “ff/ar" ( a 
prisojter setving an indeterminate 
life sentence, or a life sentence), he 
faces the gas chamber, Hts case is 
not unvsual. Neitker is his original 
convictie tz. Neïther is Chauncy Gil- 
more’s, They are like himdreds of 
others, A brother is arrest ed , tried 
and conuicted on apetty charge, When 
he goes to court, he discovers that the 
charge (usually for some minor of- 
fense or petty violaiion) has been 
tronsformed into a felony charge * 
AuJtomatically, he faces a lengthy 
term in a State prison, He is con- 
fined fo a 5’ x 7* eelt with in¬ 
adequate diet, no exereise or inade¬ 
quate food. He is nol given even the 
most basic toonan rigkts, The 
prisoner is not onïy expected to stay 
there but without complaint. Heatings, 
lear gas shot into cells and other 
atrocities are also to be tolerated r 
ïf one speaks out against suchthings t 
or sfands wp in any toüy, he con- 
stitutes a threat artd is tkroum mto 
super-extreme varsiewts of the same 
cell - the Adjustment Center, Trying 
to fiae and to survive in this op- 
pressive society can very likely lead 
to going to frrisun, because you did. 
Stand up for your human dignity 
and the hu man dignity of other s t while 
in prison, and you may find out that 
you*ve committed an euen gr enter 
crime. Just fryin^ £o live or wanting 
to be free may bring a ftt-an fo fmd 
out that that makes you o " trouble- 
mnker** or a 1 " revolutionary**, the 
greatest crime of aU. 

Chauncy Gilmore and Jeffery 
Gaulde n are merely two examples of 
how brothers and sisters end up in 
prison, The Nixtms and the Roette- 
fellers and the Reagans spotU phrases 
like "revolulionaries**, “militants IT t 
etc, to frighten the peopie and aliennte 
us from each other, 

We have oorno to know, koweuer, 
that the peopie inside ine prtsons 
are au political prtsoners, for the 
condilions that sent them there are 
manifest of tne inghest politicaI 
scheme, a project of the U,S, 

ruling circte and gouemment intheir 
over-atl plan of genocide,

Presently, the Black Panther 
Parry has given more alckle ceil 
anemla tests In this country than 
any orher fgundatlon: stomewhere in 
the areü of 40,000 sickle cell anemia 
tests across the country have been 
given in the last 5 montba, 

QUESTION: 40,000? 

CHAIRMAN; Over 15,000 alone in the 
city of Chlcago* Thlsigonepariieular 


survival program, We've given away 
over 35,000 bags of groceries In the 
laat four and a half months; weV* 
given ttway over 10,000 paira of brand 
new shoee to poor, oppressed people 
in the community * Of cours e, every- 
bodyknowa the Breakfastlor ChUdren 
Program has been going since 
January of 1969, 

We*re going to attempt to unify 
the Black to te in the Black com- 
munlEy around these ba sic survival 
programs* Just as we wili go to the 
churches, where 50% of the Black 
population is every Sunday morning 
throughout this country'; we will also 
go there with the survival programs* 
We wili nol ignore uur poor, op- 
preaaed people; be there in the 
churches* We will neither tgnor e thelr 
right to vote* So we'11 partlclpate in 
unifying the Black vote in this country 
around the survival programs* lf any 
righteous, dedicated politicians come 
forth to act, act beyond verbal rhe- 
toric, then we would say this wou ld 
be a ferward move for poor, op- 
pressed masses. We wiildefend these 
programs if we are vlciously attacked 
by the power structure, Our ohjectüve, 


bowever, is to fmplement the pro¬ 
grams without anyundue bloodshed oz 
what have you. Our objectfve is to 
see that we begin to end oppresslon,

QUESTION: Bobby, whflt do you think 
the first priority ts***7 

CHAIRMAN; The flrst priority is to 
implemeni the survival programs, 
and as we implement ïhe survival 
programs#, as we implement the 
survival programs, we Tl aiso re¬ 
gister our Black community to vote; 
a Black community really unified; 
a Black vote around these basic 
concrete programs In the community, 
the 15 different survival programs*

QUESTlON: 1 think It was a quote 
I saw of yours, t'm rot sure* wirh 
reference to your operating wfthfn 
the nystem. 

CHAIRMAN: This is a quote that they 
will uae* suppüsediy quoting the Ser- 
vant* that we would operate within 
the system. As Servanc, Brothcr 
Huey P. Newton - which Huey T s title 
is not Minister of Defense anvmore* 
Huey's title is now rhe Servanc of 
the People - Huey had made.,* 

QUESTlON: What is your title? 

C HA Ut MAN: Chalrman of the. Black 
Panther Party* lluey is the hea dof the 
Party, But* we're all one together, 
in the Central Committee of the 
Black Panther Party, and one together 
with loc al chapters, central staffa. 

QUESTlON: He’s not the Minister of 
Defense any more? That's not the 
title? 

CHAIRMAN: We just got rid of the 
tiüe # Huey himself got rld of it, 
educated the Central Committee to 
get rid of it. He didrt't tlke the ori¬ 
gine titles he used to hear, "Su¬ 
prème Commander'** "SupremeSer- 
vanp** He educated the Central Com¬ 
mittee of the Rlack Panther Party 
while I waa in jail* He explained 
that these are not the types of titles 
that you use, Finally, when 1 ca me 
out of jail, we got together and we 
also worked together, and voted that 
he didiPt want the title Minister of 


Defense either. So we just calledhixr. 
Servant of the People, It ïs hard to 
get rid of these monarchie-style 
titles; hut l think we h re working hard 
to do it**.

What he means basically is that 
the system is here, It'g absurd to- 
try to ignore It eo the extent of aaying 
It doesiTt exiat* whan ln face* it does 
exisr, We dón't want people to get 
the wrong impresaion when we say 
worktng withïn the system, Lf we're 
working within die sysEem, we're 
worklng against the corruption within 
the system, 

QUESTlON: How then can you work 
within the system to correct it? 

CHAIRMAN: Our objective is towork 
againsr the corruption within the sys¬ 
tem, Therefore, the system should be 
trans for med.

QUESTlON: The objecrive of the Party 
now is to transformthe system? What 
do you want io transform lt imo? 

CHAIRMAN- If we're Eransformlng 
the system* we're therefore trans* 
forming our lives* out of oppression* 
Lnto a bei ter world* better living 
conditions, etc. 

QUESTlON: Bobby, Pvc been having 
some problems dealing with, for ex- 
arnple - ihere are releases that say 
the Panther Party is changlng. Rut* 
Judging from what you are saying 
now, you're waying that the Panther 
Party is not really changed, as such.

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Fer axample, the Panther Party Is 
changing from violence to non-vio¬ 
lente, is it fait to make a state¬ 
ment like that? 

CHAIRMAN; It*s very unfair* Can we 
changc the raclsm that is violent in 
this country? Can we change that 
vlolence? T have a right to defend 
myself, if Pm viclotisly aitacked, as 
a tuunan being. I think any human 
heiitg has a right, and especially the 
Black community with all we’re suf- 
fering* 

QUE&T1ÜN; That'g basicaily been the 
philosophy of the Fanther Party 
anyhow haan't it? 

CHAIRMAN: That's basicaily been 
the philosophy of the Party* That's 
what I've been running down to you; 
and* snme of the things are being 
implemsnted» some original goals 
that Huey and I had five years ago. 
The 10-point platform and program 
of the Black Fanther Party bast- 
cally outlined somc of theae things 
that we've hegun to Implement, Wh en 
you talk abotlt full employment, de¬ 


cent houslng» decent educaiion, and 
right to fair treatment in court*., 
We*re here to unify the people and 
we’re here to teach the people that 
they have a right to defend them- 
seives and defend these programs 
and inatlbutions».. 

QUBSTTONt When you talk about 
transfer ming a system,,.areyou talk- 
ing about revolutionary change 
through penceful pursuits? Ia that 
what you meen by transformatie*!? 

CHAIRMAN: We, first, believe in 
peace, per se; but we realize, at 
the sa me time, in atte nipts to get 
thla In a wretcbed racist eyatem 
üiat ex;doïts the people, that people 
have to defend themselves. 

Here's e very simple program, 
We have 300 acres in Alabama to 
farm, a farm next summet, We have 
42 acres outsidc New Grleana to 
farm* We're trylng to get another 
two, three-hundred acre farm in Cali - 
fornla, We*H have farms all over the 
country* We're going to farm this 
food* and the food goea back, free, 
to the poor, oppressed people Ln the 
urban communities and In the rural 
community areae, Thls is a pro¬ 
gram we*re going to put over* Now* 
if some cat is going to Cüme down 
there and start talking about poisonlng 
our cattle, if we get some ranches, 
we^re just going to defend them, 
lf we have to patrol that land, be- 
cauae it's people’s land to us. That 
is a po int of the showing of the be- 
ginning of the transformation, „What 
we 1 re really talking about trans- 
formlng, if there are 20 xnüHon peo¬ 
ple hungry in this country (as I 
road in a congressional report when 
I was in jail), let's transform the 
people from belng hungry tonorheing 
hungry.» 

QUESTION: When Kathleen Cleaver 
was ln town, she said something wtilch 
l did nol understand. I don't want to 
ask you to interpret her, but 1 want 
to ask you did you onderstand what 
she rneant when she said the Black 
P anther Party do es n' t es iet any more ? 
Oo you have any idea of what she 
was talking about? 


CHAIRMAN: -Sure don't. Thatfoodout 
there In üiose people's stomachs 
(35,000 bags of groceries that we’ve 
given already) is real* Thoseclothes, 
wg actually have a free clothing 
factory, with all the machines in 
California. We’re going to set up 
another one here (in Chicago), We 
actually have a free shoe factory, 
that actually makes brand-new, göcd, 
up-to-dflte styledmen'a, women'sand 
children’s shoes..* 

QUEStlON: Where is the shoe 
factory? 

CHAIRMAN; ln Oakland, California, 
and the clothing factory is also fn 
Qaklard, California. Idon'tknow what 
she means; but I do think that when 
people start calling somethlng a 
fraud* they ought to think twlce a 
little bit, because the people out 
there are saying that 5,000 bags of 
g roe er les we gave away in Chicago 
on December 4th, that food is Inside 
those pcopieus stomachs. It is no 
farce*,. 

QUESTIQN: Is there any baste change 
in attitude nr policy, so far as the 
Black Panther Party is concemed, 
regarding police? 

CHAIRMAN: No more than In the 
fact that through five years, we onder¬ 
stand how the system has worked 
and practieally triplcd the police tn 
this country, We aleo under stand that 
a smal! cultiat group of people, who 
aay that they want to kill police, 
cannot stop 1,200,000 police that are 
armed for overkill m this country; 
no more Ehan in the fact that wherher 
the people might definltely have co de¬ 
fend themselves from policemen in a 
racist attack, we also should seek 
the possLbillty, in particular cities 
and in particular situations, where 
good, dedicated Black politicians 
could comrol the city council and cut 
the police budgets in half, which is 
what our attitude is, basically, that 
we still want to transform that raclsm 
out of this system - maybe, like Mal- 
colm X said, by any and many dif¬ 
ferent maans necessary* All right, 
wc're going to have to go.

purpose of legally lynch! ng these 
young Brothers. However, such sya- 
temaüc repression bas agaln proven 
the weakness of thepigs, for the com- 
mumty became more united than ever 
Co free the High Point 4* 

The people of High Point rallied 
in bebalf of the Brothers, In Julv* 
for example* approximately 1,000 
people attended a solldarity rally In 
High Point, The next day, the bouds 
of the High Point 4 were reduced 
from $15,000. each (although the bond 
had originally been set at $60,000. 
each) to $4,000. for Comrades Larry 
and Brad, and $3.000 for Gomrades 
Randy and George. Through donations 
from the people, Brother Larry was 
bonded out in August, and Randy in 
üctober* The people of Htgh Point 
are stlll rallying to save the High 
Point Brothers, On Sunday, January 
23rd, the day before the trial was to 
begin, there was another rally held 
for the High Point 4 by the People, 
There, Comrade Larry tuld just how 
the pigs attaeked that morning and how 
he wantod the people Co free Brad and 
George and keep all four of them nut 
of prison to better serve the People. 
Brother Randy also spoke, brlefly, 
[banking the people for showing their 
support by attending the rally, and 
tbanking them for their donations* 


which had made his release possi hl e, 
Also at the rally, the cont rad Lotions 
In the newfipaper accounts about the 
H 'shoot-oQt" were made clear, 
Stories, for example* whlle headlining 
informatlon about the pollceman who 
was shot* had failed to muntion that 
Larry Medley still had a 12-gauge 
rifle alug in hts shoulder; or, how 
17, IS* and 20 year olds aretreatedin 
Central Prison. 

In workLag to destroy the Black 
P&nther Party and tohalt thePeople's 
Survival. Programs* the power 
structure and its protectors, the 
pollce for ces, are ever-seeking new 
means ofrepresalon.The racist judge 
gave almost the maximum sentence to 
the 3 Brothers» AU humanbemgs have 
the rlght to defend their right to sur- 
vive, and these Brothers were de- 
fending their own lives as well as the 
Survival Programs, such as the Free 
Breakfaat for Children Program (the 
Brothers weie preparing breakfaat 
just before the attack), The High 
Point 3 put their lives on the line 
for us, We must come to their de- 
fense and free them from prison on 
appeal bond.
